•T believe that Gov. Hughes has been 


supported by the bulk . of tho wisest 
and most disinterested public opinion 
as regards most of his measures and 
positions, and I think that 
this hao 


been markedly the case as regards di- 
rect primary nominations. 


".Finally, I freely admit that here and 


there, where tile principle of 
direct 


nominations has been applied in too 
crude shape or wrong headedly, it has, 
while abolishing- certain evils, produced 
or accentuated other—in certain cases, 
for instance, putting a premium upon 
the lavish expenditure of money. 


"But while I freely admit all this, 1 


nevertheless feel, in the first place, that 
on the fundamental issue of direct pri • 
miry nominations, the governor :s 
right, and, in the second place that, as 
the measure finally came up for action j 
in the state legislature, it 
was 
well 


nigh free from all objections save those 
o£ the men who object to it because 
they are fundamentally opposed to any 
change whatever In the desired direc- 
tion. 


"Those who believe that by their ac- 


tion they have definitely checked the 
movement for'direct popular primaries 
are, in my judgment, mistaken. In its 
essence, this is a movement to make 
the government more democratic, more 
responsive to the needs and wishes of 
the people as a whole. 


"We hold that the right of popular 


self government is incomplete unless it. 
includes the right of 
the voters, not 


merely to choose between 
candidates 


when they have been nominated, but 
also the right to determine who these 
candidates shall he. 


"Under our system of party govern- 


ment, therefore, the voters should be 
guaranteed 
the right 
to determine 


within the ranks of their respective or- 
ganisations who tho candidates of the 
parties will be, no less than tho right 
to choose between the candidates when 
the candidates are presented them. 


"There is no desire .to break down 


the responsibility of party organization 
under duly constituted party 
leader- 


ship, but there is a desire lu make this 
responsibility real and

THE PICTURES OF THE FIGHT 


. . If a prize fight bo a brutal exhibition then the realistic moving pictures 
thereof must be brutal almost in the same degree. Prize fights are usually 
attended only by men, but the moving picture shows are attended most 
largely by women nnd children who would thus be exposed to tho brutalizing 
influence if such pictures were, exhibited. Then again, but a comparatively 
small number of men can see any prize tight whereas if the moving pictures 
of the contest bo exhibited they will bo seen by many millions of people a 
large proportion of whom will be boys and girls. It remains to be seen 
how the law in regard to such matters will be interpreted. 
It is plain 


that there is a legal question involved which the law-department of each 
city can decide. Wo do not imagine, however, that there Is any provision 
of law to prevent a community from protecting itself against any exhibition 
that is in the slightest degree of a brutalizing tendency.

or accentuated other—in certain cases, 
for instance, putting a premium upon 
the lavish expenditure of money. 


"But while I freely admit all this, I 


nevertheless feel, in the first place, that

nigh free from all objections save those 
of the meii who object to it because 
they are fundamentally opposed to any 
change whatever in the desired direc- 
tion.

THE SUGAR TRUST IN THE PHILIPPINES

The. Philippines hava good, sugar cane lands and it is probably the 


intention of the trust to gobble up these .lands at a low prloe nnd hold them 
for all time, thus establishing a plantation on n par with' some of the 
cotton plantations of the south in slavery days. If any such scheme be 
found to be on foot, it should be promptly stopped. No European govern- 
ment except that of Russia would tolerate the building up of such a 
monopoly. 


AS TO BOILER EXPLOSIONS 


There was a boiler explosion in. a Laconia, N. H., laundry the other 


day with disastrous effects. 
It is gratifying to note the absence of boiler 


explosions in this state, due largely to the thoroughness of boiler Inspection; 
but due also in a great measure to the skill and vigilance, of the stationary 
engineers and firemen licensed by the state. In other states boiler explo- 
sions are more frequent than in Massachusetts and are due as often to 
carelessness or ignorance on tho part of firemen as to worn out mechanism 
or defective construction.

THE PICTURES OF THE FIGHT 


If a prize flght be a brutal exhibition then tho realistic moving pictures 


thereof must be brutal almost in tho same degree. Prize fights are usually 
attended only by men, but the moving picture shows are attended most 
largely by women and children who would thus be exposed to the brutalizing 
influence if such pictures wore'exhibited. Then again, but a comparatively 
small number of men can see any prize flght whereas if the'moving pictures 
of the contest be exhibited they will bo seen by many millions of people, a 
large proportion of whom will be boys and girls. It remains to be seen 
how the law in regard to such matters will bo interpreted. 
It is plain 


that there is a legal question involved which the law department -of each 
city can decide. Wo do not imagine, however, that there is any provision 
of law to prevent ft community from protecting itself against any exhibition 
that is in the slightest degree of a brutalizing tendency. 


In cities where there is a large negro clement in the population there 


is an additional reason for suppressing the pictures of tho fight, because 
they are likely in such cities to embitter race feeling nnd lead to riots. 
There has already been too much of that foolishness in different parts of 
the country since the result of the flght was announced.. 


THE LYMAN SCHOOL 


The investigation of the suicide at the Lyman school for boys has 


aroused a good deal of dissatisfaction among interested parties and ns 
a result petitions are filed for the removal of the trustees and for the 
abolition of corporal punishment. 
It is not likely that much attention will 


be given either petition. 
There have been conflicting statements by physi- 


cians in regard to the dead boy, some asserting very 
plainly that the 


marks on the body did not indicate suicide. It might bo as well to abolish 
corporal punishment in all such institutions for the reason that it is likely 
to bo misused and if it be prohibited altogether tho officials in charge will 
exercise their ingenuity in finding some policy by which they can control 
the boys. 


There may bo some, difference between n county truant school and 


such an institution ns the Lyman school for boys; but wo venture to say 
that the policy which will succeed in one will not fail in the other. Prin- 
cipal Warren of the North Chelmsford truant, school has great success in 
reforming (he boys without resorting to corporal punishment. 
He has a 


knock of winning tho confidence of the boys and gradually weaning them 
from their bad habits,

This law was amended in 1905 ' to 
road as follows:

"If a child resides In a city or town 
other than that, of the legal residence 
of his parent or guardian, and in the 
opinion of the school committee of the 
said city or town such . residence Is 
for the purpose 
of 
there attending 
school in preference to the ulace uf 
the legal residence of his parent or 
guardian, the .said city or town may 
recover from the parent or guardian 
for the tuition of said child while 
thus attending school, subject to ap- 
peal to tho probate court, an amount 
equal to the average expense of such 
school for each pupil during the pre- 
cooing year, for a period equal to the 
time during which said child so attends 
unless the city or town In which the 
parent or guardian resides Is required 
ny section 3 of chapter 42 (Revised 
Laws) to pay said tuition." 
Another section of said chapter 42 
(Sect. 5) provides that ."any child, with 
the consent of the school committee of 
the city or town. In which he- resides 
may attend, at the expense of said 
city or town, the public schools of 
another city or town, upon such terms 
as may be satisfactory to the school 
committee of the cities or towns in in- 
terest." 


And tinder chapter 433 of the Acts of 


1302, a town of less, than five hundred 
families or householders In which a 
public high school or a school of cor- 
responding grade Is not maintained, is 
obliged to pay ftie tuition of any child 
residing there, 
who attends .such a 
school m another city or town with'the 
revious consent of the school com- 
ilttee of his own town. 
With the exception of those above 
cited, I find no provisions of law for 
the payment either by parents or 
hy 
cities or towns of tuition of children 
attending school in any city or town 
ouer than the place of their legal 
residence. 
Therefore, upon the principle laid 
down In the .rase of Haverhlll v. Gale, 
namely, that with certain exceptions al- 
lowed by Jaw, the schools of a city or 
town are solely for the benefit of tho 
Inhabitants thereof, the right to recov- 
er In the cases referred to in your let- 
ter seems doubtful, since the children 
were not legally attending our schools. 
If there was 
no negligence on . the 
part of the school authorities in " ad- 
mitting them and their admission was 
accomplished by fraud or deceit, it. Is 
possible that tho 
court might then 
tr-sat them as cases of children resid- 
ing in a place 'other than tho legal 
residence of parent or guardian for the 
purpose of there attending school. But 
their admission through the negligence 
of ths school authorities in determin- 
ing their place of

would 
probably be treated the same as their 
wilful admission by the school commit- 
tee In violation of law.

Mayor White, George'Smart,, Matthew 
Burns, Ernest Dube, Thomas -A. Kee- 
gan and Samuei Kress are defendants, 
will be ended this week, it 'is now ex- 
pected. 
' Mayor White, on the witness stand 
today, sold that he was 46 years old, a 
graduate of the Lawrence high and .a . 
commercial school and was in the sta- ' 
ble business and . an. auctioneer.. ...;.' .-. 
He had served two years as an ai- 


derman arid last year as inayor, being 
reelecled for this year. 
He. had ap- 


pointed Hamilton in good faith, not 
knowing how -;the vote on his -confir- 
mation would stand, and had made'.no 
effort to find out. He had stated . in 
the last'campaign that he would re- 
move him and had asked 
the alder- 


men how they would.vote on charges 
which he had read to them, but 
had 


refused to bring the matter up when

a., purchase, of 
horsos by .Hamilton for $576 for a pair, 
one horse.being blind and the other 
spavined, and refused to approve the 
bill. He. had also criticised Hamilton 
for extravagance, but'he denied that 
ho had in any way tried to influence 
tho votes of aldermen and said if any- 
thing of the kind had been done it 
was without his knowledge or consent. 


Another fitness today was Matthew 


A. Burns, one of the defendants, who 
testified that while he had let the In- 
terests of the city' come first with him 
as an alderman, still if he could by his 
vote put the mayor "in bad" he was 
always ready to do it. He having said 
that he had 
pitied 
Hamilton, and 
Dist. Atty. Peters asking, "and you 
knew, If your own story in true, that 
he was. corrupt," witness dramatically 
said "Yes, end I knew I was as guilty 


as he, and while I pitied him; I de- 
spised myself." 


George Smart; another of the .de- 


fendants, testified to being: a-personal 
friend of the mayor for many years, 
and had asked him to appoint Hamil- 
ton-at.

THE SUGAR TRUST IN THE PHILIPPINES 


If, as has been allegedj the Philippine Islands are being exploited for 


the'benefit of some of tbo governing officials and representatives • of the 
Sugar Trust, It Is time to. have a thorough investigation of such charges. 


The Philippines have good sugar oano lands and It is probably the 


intention of the trust to gobble up these lands at a low price and hold them 
for all time, thus establishing a plantation on a par with some of the 
cotton plantations of the south in slavery days. If any such scheme be 
found to be on foot, it should be promptly stopped. No European govern- 
ment except that of Russia would tolerate the building up of such n 
monopoly. 


AS TO BOILER EXPLOSIONS 


There was a boiler explosion in a Laopnia, N. H., laundry the other 


day with disastrous effects. It is gratifying to note the absence of boiler 
explosions in this state, due largely to the thoroughness of boiler inspection; 
but due also in a great measure to the skill and vigilance of the stationary 
engineers and firemen licensed by the state. In other status boiler explo- 
sions are more frequent than In Massachusetts and are due as often to 
carelessness or ignorance on the part of firemen ns to worn out mechanism, 
or defective construction. 


The district police are to he congratulated upon the efficiency of 


their boiler inspectors and the care with which they license men to take 
charge of boilers. 


THE PICTURES OF THE FIGHT 


If a prize fight be a brutal exhibition then the realistic moving pictures 


thereof must be brutal almost in the same degree. Prize fights are usually 
attended only by men, -but the moving picture shows are attended most 
largely by women and children who would thus bo exposed to the brutalizing 
influence if such pictures were exhibited. 
Then again, but a comparatively 


small number of men can see any prize fight whereas if the moving pictures 
of the. contest be exhibited tjhey will be seen by many millions of people, a 
large proportion of whom will be boys and girls. It remains to be seen 
hpw tho. law in regard to such matters will bo interpreted. 
It is plain 


th.ftt there is a legal question involved which the law. department ol each 
city can decide. We do not imagine, however, that there is any provision 
of law to prevent a community from protecting itself against any exhibition 
that is in the slightest degree of a brutalizing tendency. 


In cities where there is a large negro element in the population there 


is an additional reason for suppressing the pictures of the fight, because 
they are likely in such cities to embitter race feeling and lead to. riots. 
There has already been too much of that foolishness in different pavts of 
the country since the result of the fight was announced.
